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The reply filed on 1 1/5/2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): The arguments provided do not meet the criteria of 37 CFR 1.11 1(b), as they merely allege that the references solve 
different problems and contain different solutions than the claimed invention.
